The light battery drill wa» an effective 
display of motion and noise. 
The exhibition 
is one of the few among those usually ar­ 
ranged for the graduating ceremonies that 
afford the participants equal enjoyment 
with the spectators. 
The cadets were brim­ 
ful of enthusiasm as they rolled rapidly 
over the plain on jolting gun-wagons, run­ 
ning, jum ping, charging, wheeling and fir­ 
ing volley after volley until their forms 
were lost to 
view 
in 
the 
smoke and 
their shouts indistinguishable in the echoing 
roar of cannon. Gen Sheridan remarked when 
he w atched the same drill a year ago, that 
the cadets were at a great disadvantage in 
having to use cavalry horses for artillery 
drill. 
Three months' practice a year, all 
that can be spared for this drill, does not 
take enough friikuess out of the animals to 
prevent them doing a great many stupid 
and annoying things that trained artillery 
horse? would never dream of. 
The third 
class men acted as cannoneers and the first 
class men as mounted officers, the whole 
under the generalship of Lieut Price. 
A 
little rain at midday was an 
excellent 
thing for the visitors, but made the roads 
ruinous to the cadets' white duck trousers. 
It is a constant source of wonder to civil­ 
ians here how the cadets manage to keep 
their starched leg gear so spotlessly clean. 
A cadet comes out to guard mount, runs 
around the barracks for an hour or two, sits 
on dirty benches, and then walks into the 
recitation-room with his white trousers as 
free from dirt and creases as though they 
had just 
come 
from the ironing-board. 
“ Why,” said one lady to-day, as she saw the 
cadet? 
m arching 
to 
dinner, 
“ my boy 
wouldn’t be lit to be seen after he had worn 
such 
trousers five minutea” 
As it is a 
punishable 
offense to wear dirty trous­ 
ers 
the 
cadets 
are 
sometimes careful, 
and 
each 
one 
changes 
four or five 
times a day if necessary. 
Three pairs a 
■lay is considered economical. 
Every cadet 
has anywhere from thirty to fifty pairs of 
white trousers, and he is allowed fourteen 
pairs in each week ’s wash. 
The cadet adju­ 
tant, who is called upon at times to make a 
little more display of himself than his com­ 
rade? in the ranks, 
is permitted to send 
eighteen pairs 
to 
the 
washwoman every 
week , and he doesn’t have to worry about 
the wash-bill, either. 
There is a curious etiquette among the 
cadets as to the disposal of their trousers 
when they 
leave the academy. 
If a young 
m an i? a t all popular soms of his comrades 
bequeath him 
their trousers as a token of 
respect and remembrance. 
The shortest 
cadet in the graduating class has an ac­ 
cum ulation of 120 pairs which have come to 
him in this way, and be has to hang them 
ail up in his room. 
As the trousers seldom 
wear out, exoept at the bottom of the legs, 
they are sent to the commissary's depart­ 
m ent to be treated after a fashion custom­ 
ary in families where growing boys over­ 
balance a limited income.

Zavala, 
from 
Guatemala, 
who is very 
popular f on his patience and his peculiari­ 
ties.
